Body of a Cru/ton Farmer Found Hanging 
From a Tier Pole. 

J. W. Armstrong, a well known 
farmer of the Crofton neighborhood 
committed suicide Tuesday afternoon 
by hanging. He was last seen alive 
when he left his house about i 
Tuesday. As he failed to return for 
supper a search was instituted and 
about six o'clock one of hiB daughters 
found his lifeless bodv hanging from 
a tier pole in his barn. Coroner Al- 
lensworth was summoned and held 
an inquest at midnight. Mr. W. S. 
Long, one of Mr. Armstrong's near 
neighbors, testified as follows; "I 
saw him last night at my house and 
he was talking about being in troub- 
le, and about his financial affairs and 
hard times. He had a good deal of 
sickness in his family and had been 
sick himself. He seemed to be much 
worried." Other witnesses corrobo 
rated the statement by Mr. Long and 
the following verdict was rendered : 

"We, the jury, summoned by the 
coroner to look into the cause of the 
death of J. W. Armstrong, found 
hanging iu a barn near Crofton, June 
1 , '97, fiud from the evidence that he 
come to his death at his own handi 
by hanging.

Frankfort, June 2.— The delegates 
were slow in arriving at the Demo- 
cratic convention to nominate a can- 
didate for the clerk of the Court of 
Appeals but at 11 :30 the halls were 
packed and after a wait of 15 min- 
utes Chairman Johnson called the con- 
vention to order. After prayer the 
band played "Dixie" and a large por- 
trait of Bryan, which hung from view 
behind the scenes, was suddenly 
iropped, Jt was the signal for pro- 
longed applause from the delegates. 
Chairman Johnson started to read 
his address, but his voice was not 
sufficient and at his own request and 
of the convention, it was read 
by James E. Stone. 

The reading of the address was fre- 
quently interrupted by applause, and 
at its conclusion the cheering was vo- 
ciferous. 

Senator William Goebel, of Ken- 
ton county, was chosen Temporary 
Chairman by acclamation. 

The new Chairman was heartily 
cheered when he assumed the gavel. 
He first thanked the convention and 
said to judge by the convention to- 
day the Democratic party was never 
better organized, and that the har- 
mony and enthusiasm that t prevailed 
to day presaged the victory to follow 

November. 

'I believe," said Mr. Goebel, "that 
this convention will declare for the 
Chicago platform, and that it will al- 
so declare for independnet bimetal- 
lism.

Large quantities of 
Delft were, however, imported at this 
period from Holland. Another ware 
largely sent over to this country from 
the Lowlands was the glazed stone- 
ware of which only an imperfect ex- 
ample was found, in the shape of an 
ale jug, or, as it is commonly called, 
a Bellarmine. This specimen has 
lost the neck, which bore a rude mask, 
supposed to represent the features of 
Cardinal Bellarmine, who made him- 
self so obnoxious to the Protestants 
of those days; they revenged them- 
selves by naming the bottle after him, 
the cardinal being very stout and 
"round about." The body of this jug 
bears an armorial medallion, a shield, 
quarterly, a lion rampant. 

A second little money box has the 
characteristic green glaze of the ware 
of Tudor times. These little boxes 
were often called "thrift" and 
"Christmas'' boxes; the latter name 
may account for our modern term for 
money gifts at that festive season. Of 
perhaps rather earlier date is a three- 
legged pipkin, or culinary vessel, with 
a projecting spur for a handle and a 
channelled rim for a lid or cover. It 
is, of course, red ware, glazed in- 
side only. A two-handled tyg, or 
"parting cup," of brown glazed Staf- 
fordshire ware and an engraved brass 
spur, both of the seventeenth century, 
complete the tale of this flotsam and 
jetsam of the ebb tide of time now 
safely garnered in the Guildhall mu- 
seum, a museum rich in relics of old 
London from the earliest period of 
its history down to the dawn of our 
own day. — London Standar d. 

Pet Spiders.

other hand, there is, too, much lesi 
excitement and interest in its sessions. 
During this present session, for in- 
stance, there were barely four or five 
days which might be styled exciting. 
Even then, however, there is not near- 
ly the amount of lively discussion, of 
noise, of abuse or of bitterness shown 
on the surface which, on similar occa- 
sions, may be noticed in the parlia- 
ments of other countries. It is con- 
sidered bad taste to use direct, aggres- 
sive language, and even such violent 
opposition speakers as Eugene Richter, 
Rebel, Liebknecht, Lengmann, etc., 
usually conform to this custom and 
clothe their scathing criticism in words 
that often sound, curiously moderate to 
outsiders. " And that brings me to re- 
mark that the reichstag style of oratory 
is not the kind that flourishes else- 
where. It is, bo to speak, impersonal, 
tame, objective — "saohlioh," as is the 
technical term here, fly that it is, of 
course, robbed of part of its direct ef- 
fects and it often reads much better in 
print, where the suggestive points may 
be pondered over at leisure, than it 
sounds when listened to. Generally 
speaking, too, the Germans are not ora- 

dowed the Latin race much more gen- 
erously, and the Anglo-Saxon or Celtic, 
races as well. Thus, the intensely 
sharp and earcostic debates of other 
representative bodies are seldom if 
ever found in the reichstag, although it 
may be said that party spirit runB there 
as high and deep, and real feeling is 
often more intense among its leaders. 
But the German is a reasoner, with a 
logical, argumentative mind, and that is 
why they appreciate a speech that is 
"sachlich" so much. 

Their parliamentary rules are, in the 
main, like the American, but not so de- 
tailed nor capable of so much flexibility. 
That is why, on the one hand, the presi- 
dent of the reichstag may limit the 
rights of a speaker much more closely 
than he could in America, and, on the 
other hand, would be practically power- 
less in the hands of an adroit manipu- 
lator of the rules. Rut thus far, an ob- 
structive policy, such as the home rule 
men under Parnell used for a time to 
bring England to her knees, has never 
been adopted systematically by any of 
the reichstag factions, although tem- 
porary successes might frequently have 
been achieved that way. Not even the 
scientists or the Alsatian protesters 




• did that. And, with the inborn 
sense of fairness which characterizes 
the Teutonic race, it iniust be admitted 
that the dominating parties in the 
reichartag, such as at present the center, 
the conservatives, the national liberals, 
have almost invariably given their op- 
ponents a "show,'' no matter how much 
it. went against their gruin. With few 
exceptions, too, the tone prevailing in 
the reichstag proceedings is a gentle- 
manly, courteous one, and, though tem- 
pera are often ruffled, particularly 
when some of the more radical mem- 
bers fling defiance of crown r.nd power 
into the tacea of their opponents, it 
rarely happens that opprobrious or in- 
sulting terms aro used, end such 
scenes am continually happen in the 
Italian chamber of deputies, where 
blows are exchanged and the leaders of 
the whilom government are called 
''thieves," "bandits," "cutthroats," etc., 
are unknown In the reichstag.

itor. The present presiding officer, 
ron Ruol von Hcrenberg, however, is 
as mild-mannered a man as ever cutoff 
a speaker, and he dislikes interfering. 
In this he is vastly aided liy n natural 
defect, for he is hard of hearing, and 
so It not infrequently happens that a 
cunning orator gets In sldewlse, by 
talking In a rather low voice, remarks 
which would not otherwise l>c tolerated 
by the president, such as criticisms on 
the emperor, etc. Below the president 
are the secretaries; they keep track of 
the list of speakers, and the official 
stenographers occupy another immense 
row of desks just below them, 
line with the president's desk are the 
seats of the government representatives 
and of the bundesrnth, or federal coun- 
cil, a body resembling somewhat our 
senate, and being coordinate with the 
reichstag itself, its members being the 
emissaries of each state government. 
When the chancellor speaks he does so 
always from his scut, about three feet 
below and in a line with the president

form a sort of semicircle below around 
the speaker. The rule is that each 
speaker is to ascend the speaker's trib- 
une, or stand, and thence deliver his 
words. Rut this rule is, unfortunately, 
a dead letter and Is never enforced, so 
that all t hose who wish speak from tiieir 
ceats. As in the reporters' gnne 
such speeches can be heard only when 
coming from the further side of the 
house — and even then but imperfectly 
—but not at all when arising from that 
part of the hall immediately below the 
gallery, the reports published by the 
newspapers and correspondence syn- 
dicates generally vary greatly, and 
often the meaning of a whole speech is 
misunderstood up there. 

The most brilliant and at the same 
time convincing speaker the imperial 




)w possesses, so far i 
nppearance in the reichstag is coi 
cerned, is Raron Marschall von Rlebe 
stein, the foreign secretary. Some < 
the speeches ho mode last winter wei 
fine specimens of clear-cut, iucisit 
logic, and in the matter of arguing with 
an opponent, ho is even better than Ris- 

and obliterating an adversary, instead 
of refuting or answering him. On the 
conservative side Count Mirbach and 
Raron Manteuffel are the readiest and 
most powerful speakers, while Raron 
Stunner, the emperor's friend, is too 
Impulsive and hotrheaded in his talk, 
and thus lays himself open to attack all 
the while. Count Herbert Bismarck, 
the old ohancellor's eldest, has not in- 
herited the masterful eloquence of his 
father, and his remarks are usually 
brief, though to the point. An orator 
ho in his own insidious way is in- 
imitable, and who is a bad man to tackle 
for anybody, since he is the acknowl- 
edged leader of the numerically moat 
formidable faction, the center with 
Dr. Lieber, a handsome, 
■mooth, courteous man of somewhat 
Jesuitical appearance. Of the socialists 
who only number 48 now in the reich- 
stag, although their voting strength at 
the polls is the largest of any party 
— Bebel, Auer, Liebknecht, Vollnwr, 
are the ablest speakers. When Voll- 
mar rises in his might and one looks at 
his classic profile und aristocratic bear- 
ing— he is, by right. Baron von Voll- 
111. ir. and is a man of wealth and a for- 
offloer in the Bavarian army who 
earned his lame leg and his iron cross 
at Orleans in 1ST0— one wondere how 
such a man carue nmong the restless, 
bitter horde of socialists. In apeak ing, 
too, he always remains the gentleman 
of blue blood, and that makes his bitter 
satire all the more galling to emperor 
and government. 

Rut a better speaker yet is Rebel, 
who fairly thrills his audience when be 
is at his best. His sentences theu pour 
with volcano-Tke vehemence and 
burning fire. His face is that of the re- 
fined, meditative proletarian who owes 
his whole education to himself. Old 
7>ibknecht, now past 70, is the veteran 
of ths socialists, and now somewhat 
prosy and occasionally dull, though 
" many years ago he was the best 
speaker on the socialist side. 

Other good speakers and men of po- 
litical influenoe ore Prince Arsnbi 
he center, Lleberinann voa.

— Oliver Cromwell had the largest, 
brain on record.

PLATE-GLASS DOORS. 

A Scheme That Implies Hospitality at 
the Threshold. 

In certain parts of New England 
there is used a style of front door 
which is not common elsewhere, and 
which bespeaks two characteristics 
of the household in which it is found. 
Hospitality, and here I hesitate for a 
word to describe just what is meant. 
Perhaps it is honesty, or more than 
that, openniindedness. This door or 
doors, for usually there were two of 
them, are made of heavy plate glass 
right down to the sill, except for the 
frame that incloses the panes. 

1 shall not soon forget the pleasant 
impression made upon me the first 
time I went to a house where a double 
glass door was the only screen from 
the wintry, snowy, landscape without. 
Before entering, while waiting for the 
maid on the threshold, I felt myself, 
even temporarily, a partaker of the 
cheer within. The hall was richly 
furnished, and seemed to invite one 
to its coziness and warmth at once, 
and when, at last inside, even the ap- 
parently open doors, showing ice and 
chill beyond, did not give the impres- 
sion of cold, but only served to aug- 
ment the air of comfort within. 

After this first acquaintance with 
these entrances, I found that they 
were quite frequently used by the peo- 
ple in the locality referred to, and the 
thought uaine to me: "What frank, 
open lives these families lead!" 

"They seem to have nothing to con- 
ceal from even the passers-by. There 
is no possible chance of hurrying out 
of sight, 'to be excused,' or to change 
a gown, before the caller is admitted, 
almost all the principal rooms being 
isible often from the doorstep!" 
Just here is called to mind a story 
i an evening when I stood before a 
losely-curtained door and rang the 
bell, intending to stay only a few mo- 
ments to pay a farewell visit. 

Immediately after the bell rang, 
the sound of hurried footsteps mount- 
ing the stairs was plainly audible, and 
as soon as this sound ceased my host 
opened the door, and ushered me into 
a room where two friends sat, the lady 
with her hat on, anil every evidence of 
four people having been suddenly 
disturbed while chatting over cigars 
and coffee. 

In a moment my hostess appeared 
(and I wondered how she had regained 
her breath so quickly, as she was a 
stout woman) and apologized "for 
■oming right down with her hat on, 
hut as we were all going out, thought 
I would not take it off!" 

While smilingly accepting this 
apology, I was inwardly convinced 
hat she had gone up to put it on, 
when she heard my ring at the bell. 
No doubt such subterfuges are per- 
issible in society, if people would 
only not do one thing and say the di- 
rect opposite, but let their acts pass 
muster uncommented upon, if pos- 
sible. This sort of thing would cer- 
tainly not be possible behind New 
l lngland plate glass doors. 

Hence, my reason for thinking that 
thej imply honesty aud J truth in the 
lives of many of those who use them.

THACKERAY. 

Prof. Max Muller Relates Some In. 
teresting Reminiscences. 

One of my earliest dinners I remem- 
ber at Oxford was to meet Thackeray. 
Thackeray was then, writing <f Es- 
mond," and a Mr. Stoddart, a fellow 
of St. John's college, aaked me to 
meet him at dinner. We were only 
four, and we were all very much awed 
by Thackeray's presence, particular- 
ly I, not being able as yet to express 
myself freely in English. We safc; 
silent for some time, no one ventured' 
to make the first remark; the soup 
was over, and there was a fine John 
Doro on the table waiting to be 
splayed. We were hoping for some 
brilliant sally from Thackeray, but 
nothing came. At last Thackeray 
suddenly turned his large spectacled 
eyes on me and said: "Are you going 
to eat your own ancestor ?" I stared, 
everybody else stared. At last wo 
gave it up, and Thackeray, looking 
very grave and learned, said: "Surely 
you are the son of Dorian Muller — 
the Muller who wrote that awfully 
learned book on the Dorians; and was 
not John Dore tho ancestor of all 
the Dorians!" There was a general 
"Oh, oh!" but the ice was broken, and 
no ono after that horrible pun was 
afaid to say anything. All I could 
tell Thackeray was that I was not tho 
son of Otfried Muller, who wrote on 
tho Dorians, but of Wilhelm Muller, 
the poet who wrote "Die Homerisehe 
Vorschule," and as to John Dore be- 
ing our ancestor, how could that be? 
Tho original John Dore, so I had 
been told, was il Janitore, that is, St. 
Peter, and had no wife — or at least 
he never acknowledged her in public. 
Though all this did not promise well, 
yet tho rest of our little dinner party 
was more successful; it became noisy 
and even brilliant. 

Thackeray from his treasures of wit 
and sarcasm poured out anecdote aft- 
er anecdote; ho used plenty of vinegar 
und cayenne pepper, but there was al- 
ways a flavor 01 kindliness and good 
nature, even in his most cutting re- 
marks. 1 saw moro of him when ho 
came to Oxford to lecture on tho 
"Four Georges," and when he stood 
for parliament and was defeated by 
Cardwell and Charles Neate. After 
one of his lectures, when I expressed 
my delight with his brilliant success, 
"Wait, wait," he said, "the time will 
come when you will lecture at Ox- 
ford." At that time my English was 
still very fragmentary, and thero was 
no idea of my staying iu England, still 
less of my ever becoming a professor 
at Oxford.— Cosraopolis.

Its little body 
trembled violently and its throat 
tirobbed perceptibly. Then it began 
) sing ever so sweetly, and the fa- 
liliar air of "She's My Sweetheart" 
rolled melodiously from its amber 
beak. It had broken its long and sul- 
len silence, and proved itself the 
Patti of birds — in fact, the only bird 
of its kind that was ever able to sing 
the song. Every note rendered was 
clear and distinct, and the bird, after 
more coaxing, repeated its efforts, 
much to the delight of its group of 
auditors.
